More than four miles of street pav 
ing are on the Palo Alto improvement 
program for the present year, the 
Board of Public Works reported. 

Negotiations have been completed 
by the Union Ice Company for a site 
in Reseda on which will be erected a 
plant to take care of the company’s 
growing business in that territory.

} understood the work of building 
the plant will begin at once. 

Thirty-one thousand California real 
tors who have deiayed applying for 
their 1930 licenses must take exami- 
natons before April 30, or face the 
alternative of standing a revised and 
much harder examination or loss of 
their right to do business, according 
to Stephen Barnson, real estate com- 
misioner, at Los Angeles. 

Collecting 432,301 in the first in- 
stallment, Tax Collector A. H. Shep- 
ard reported only 280 Napa County 
property owners delinquent. Persons 
paying first installment taxes totaled 
5730, Shepard said. The second in- 
stallment period expires April 29. 

War, famine, pestilence and death 
are destroying the wild game of Cali- 
fornia, according to H. A. Bryan of 
the State Fish and Game Commission, 
who pointed out that in the last ten 
years the attacking army of hunters 
of wild game has doubled; that the 
rapid-fire gun has displaced the old 
and slow flint lock, so that the rapid- 
ity of extermination has increased 
appallingly.
